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SAD DISASTER AT THE 
LAUNCHING OF H.M.S. ‘ALBION? 
AT BLACKWALL. 


MOST melancholy catastrophe on Tuesday after- 
noon threw a cloud over what promised to be a 
joyous and brilliant riverside event—the launching 
of H.M.S. Albion from the yard of the Thames 
Ironworks Company at Blackwall.

THE DISASTER AT BLACKWALL: RESCUING THE DROWNING. 


Early on Wednesday morning, an elderly man, accom- 
panied by a young man in working attire, arrived, and 
recognised the body of his daughter, Mrs. Beatrice Bishop, 
aged twenty-four, living at 140, New Barnes Street, 
Plaistow. The other unidentified body was soon afterwards 
recognised as Sophie White, a child of seven years, of 
Liverpool Road, E. The inquest was formally opened on 
Wednesday at the Public Hall, Barking Road. 


The Duke and Duchess of York 


sent messages of sympathy and regret in relation to the 
disaster, news of which did not reach them till they had 
returned to York House. Her Royal Highness expressed 
the hope that, if necessary, a subscription might be started 
for the benefit of those who have lost relatives in the 
disaster, and intimated her readiness to become a con- 
tributor with the Duke.

H.M.S. “Albion,” 


launched under such sad cireumstances by the Duchess 
of York at Blackwall last Tuesday afternoon, is 
sketched by “Blue Peter” -om another page as she 
will appear when ready for sea. The Albion is 
a fine first-class battle-ship of close on 13,000 tons. 
She will carry four powerful 12-in. wire guns, twelve 
6-in. quick - firers, and eighteen smaller quick - firers, 
and have four submerged torpedo-tubes. The armour 
on the big guns will be 12 in. thick — special metal, 
equivalent in resisting power to at least 24 inches of 
iron. All the 6-in. guns will be armour-protected, and 
the side, most of it, will have 8-in. armour over it. The 
estimated speed is 18} knots. The ship, which has been 
built by the Thames Ironworks Company (more power to 
their elbow), will cost £802,910. This is the second Ironclad 
launched by Princess May since her marriage, the other 
being the Prince George. The Thames Ironworks built the 
Warrior, the first Ironclad for the Navy, and several other 
splendid War-ships. Mr. A. F. Hills, the kind-hearted 
Chairman, is noted for his liberal contributions to local 
charities. and has taken a particularly warm interest in 
the People’s Palace in the Mile End Road. He was prompt 
to do all he: ould to offer practical sympathy to the relatives 
ot the dead.

Her Majesty’s Coming Visit to London next 
month to lay the foundation-stone of the new South 
Kensington Museum has already brought many orders to 
the leading milliners and dressmakers of town. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales have been 
remarkably busy. The Prince of Wales (President of 
Wellington College) left Marlborough House for the 
College on Saturday to be present at ‘‘The Speech Day.” 
His Royal Highness lunched with the Head Master (the 
Rev. B. Pollock) and distributed the prizes to the successful 
candidates. H.R.H. said the great school was founded asa 
monument of England’s greatest commander, and that they 
could not do better than walk in the footsteps of Arthur, the 
first Duke of Wellington. The Prince did well to con- 
demn “cramming,” so much in vogue. The present system 
of cultivating bookworms for the Army and Navy may very 
probably disqualify healthy lads who have in them the 
making of Wellingtons and Nelsons. What England 
wants is the production of youths physically as well as 
mentally fit to be fighting men. To this our system of 
examination should be adapted. The Prince and Princess 
of Wales and Princess Victoria were present at divine 
service last Sunday, and had a visit from Princess Henry of 
Prussia. On Monday the Prince presided at the»Gordon 
Highlanders’ dinner, and at night H.R.H. and the Princess 
represented the Queen at the State Concert. Tuesday 
saw the Prince laying the foundation-stone of the Blundell 
Maple annexe to the University College Hospital (for 
which Sir J. Blundell Maple liberally gives £100,000). On 
Wednesday the Princess opened the Imperial Institute 
fête in aid of the Norwood Girls’ Orphanage. Her Royal 
Highness has frequently graced the Opera with her 
presence. The Princess of Wales will accompany the 
Prince of Wales on the oceasion of laying the foundation- 
stone of the Deptford Fund Buildings at Creek Road, 
Deptford, on Saturday morning, July 2. 


The Appearance of Sir Tatton and Lady 
Sykes in the Strand Law Courts has furnished fresh food 
for gossip to the fashionable world of London. Both were 
sketched in Court by a P.I. P. Artist. It was in the Queen’s 
Bench Division, on June 16, that the two actions of 
“ Rothschild and others v. Sykes” came on for hearing 
before Mr. Justice Grantham and a special jury. In this 
case the plaintiffs were Lord Rothschild, as chairman of 
the Alliance Insurance Co »opany, and four other gentle- 
men, who sued as trustees to recover £1000 under a 
covenant by Sir Tatton Sykes dated Dec. 20, 1892. Sir 
Tatton pleaded that the signature on the document was not 
his, and counterclaimed for a declaration that the deed was 
not signed by him. Mr. Lawson Walton, Q.C., and Mr. 
Pollard were counsel for the plaintiffs ; Sir Edward Clarke, 
Q.C., Mr. Bucknill, Q.C.,and Mr. Houghton appeared for the 
defendant. Mr. Lawson Walton, in opening the case, said 
the circumstances leading up to the action were the financial 
embarrassments of Lady Sykes. Sir Tatton had somewhat 
peculiar views about money used for domesti¢ purposes, for 
he had himself obtained a loan of some £30,000 or £40,000 on 
which he paid the interest, amounting to several thousands 
a year. Lady Sykes applied to him for money, and in 1891 
obtained a loin of £10,000 on the security of her husband 
and a policy of insurance. Subsequently she obtained 
another loan of £7500, which was the object of this action. 
In respect of the latter loan, the deed was sent down to 
Sir Tatton’s house in Yorkshire, arriving there on the 
Christmas morning of 1892. There were several persons 
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staying there. The deed was taken by Lady Sykes into the 
sitting-room, where Sir Tatton was sitting. The deed was 
produced and signed by both Sir Tatton and Lady Sykes, 
Father Vaughan witnessing the latter’s signature, while 
the butler, named Gardiner, attested that of Sir Tatton. 
‘There was a date affixed in the vicinity of the signatures. 
Originally it was dated Dec. 25, but this being remembered as 
being Christmas Day, the date wasaltered to Dec. 26, although 
the actual date of the deed was Dec. 25. Thus matters 
went on regularly until May 1897, when for the first time 
the suggestion was made that Sir Tatton repudiated his 
signature in face of the fact that the instalments due had 
been regularly paid. Sir Edward Clarke, in whom Sir 
Tatton justly put every confidence, made a clear and abie 
statement on behalf of the Baronet, whose nervous 
appearance in Court contrasted so strongly with Lady 
Sykes’s “all-there’? demeanour. In the end, the jury 
returned a verdict for the defendant.

The Gyroscope Tried. As the Telegraph stated, the 
gyroscope is fitted to a Whitehead torpedo of the pattern 
which the company had had the opportunity of inspecting 
closely. The first-class torpedo-boat No. 11 started abreast 
of the Warrior—the first ironclad built for Her Majesty’s 
Navy—which was lying astern of the hulks, and steamed 
close to the Resistance, whose shot-dismantled sides tell of 
the many miniature bombardments they have sustained in 
the cause of scientific experiment. The course taken by the 
torpedo-boat was straight until she closely approached the 
stern of the Vernon. Then the helm was put hard over, and 
at that moment, in spite of this change of direction, the 
gyroscope enabled the torpedo, which was launched with a 
small charge of powder behind it in the tube, into the 
water of the creek, to make its way unerringly to the 
target, distance 600 yards. The white furrow beneath the 
surface of the tideway, yet clearly visible, indicated its 
direction, until at last, coming to the top, its engine-power 
spent, a Holmes light blazed into flame, telling its exact 
whereabouts, in order thit it might be picked up. Another 
pretty display was the running a line of twelve 500 lb. 
mines, which, of course, were not exploded, the object 
being to counter-mine an enemy’s field. 


The Meline Ministry having resigned in France,

The Nicaraguan Union of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans.—The committee appointed by the Senate 
at Washington to consider the question of United States 
co-operation in the construction of the Nicaraguan Canal 
met lust Monday, and agreed upon a report in favour of a 
Bill providing for the raising of capital for the work. The 
measure practically provides for the whole of the capital 
being furnished by the United States. 


Sir E. Burne-Jones has not Long Survived 
his old friend and co-worker, William Morris. Born in 
Birmingham in 1833, this 
famous painter received his 
early education at King 
Edward’s School, and in 
1853 went up to Oxford, 
intending to fit himself for 
holy orders. One day he 
set eyes on a famous picture 
(“ Dante and Beatrice’’) by 
Dante Rossetti. Fired with 
artistie ambition, Burne- 
Jones threw aside his eccle- 
siastical ideas, and, with- 
out taking his degree, came 
up to London, introduced 
himself to Rossetti, and 
attached himself to the Pre- 
Raphaelites, whom he never 
abandoned to the hour of 
2 his death. His first works 

dealt with the legends of the saints. Then he fell under 
the fascination of Pagan mythology and Northern sagas ; 
but it was not until the Grosvenor Gallery opened that Sir 
Edward became at all well known to the general public. 
In 1885 they made him an Associate of the Royal Academy, 
but he rarely contributed to the annual exhibition, and 
in 1892 he resigned his Associateship. Sir Edward married 
a sister of Lady Poynter, wife of the present Piesident of 
the Royal Academy, and took up his residence in the 
famous old Fulham house of Richardson, the novelist and 
author of “Pamela.” According to one account, his four 
panel pictures, entitled ‘‘The Legend of the Briar Rose,” 
were sold by him for no less a sum than £22,000. He was 
cremated on Monday at Woking. A beautiful example of 
his art will be found in the stained-glass window above the 
altar in Holy Trinity Church, Sluane Square. Similarly 
lovely colouring is to be seen in the stained-glass he also 
, designed for St. Philip’s, Birmingham, his native city.

Mr. Phil Armour, Who has Won the Ignoble 
Wheat Struggle, is, now that Mr. George Pullman is 
dead, the leading citizen in 
Chicago. Armour started 
with nothing, and -made 
£400,000 out of supplying 
meat and provisions during 
the American Civil. War. 
He is not only the head of 
the enormous canning busi- 
ness, but controls the beef 
trade of the United States. 
He has three times ‘‘ cor- 
nered” the pork market 
himself, and he has long 
been a successful speculator 
in grain, of which business 
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‘eentie.,. When young Joe 

i Leiter staıted to buy up all 
* ` the world’s wheat, Armour 
began on the opposite 

t tack—to sell. The first 

score was Leiter's. Armour, in December, had sold 
6,000,000 bushels of wheat which he did not hold. ` Leiter 
demanded it in three weeks. Armour was prepared to 
spend any amount to save his business honour and 
préstige. He hired ‘every grain-steamer on the Lakes, he 
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kept his railroad carrying nothing but gra’n, which he 
bought up over the West at whatever price he could. When 
the Lakes froze he hired ice-breaking steamers to keep a 
way for his argosies of grain. He saved his position. The 
cost was at least a quarter of a million sterling, but the 
wheat was delivered in time. Now it is Armour’s turn, 
and Leiter has been obliged to make vast sales of wheat 
greatly below the price which it cost him. 


The Accompanying Map illustrates the new 
arrangement of British and French possessions on the 
great West African River. The shaded portions repre- 
sent British territory. We have conceded much territory, 
and possibly in the final adjustment M. Hanotaux, the 
late French Foreign Secretary, obtained rather a bigger 
slice than he was entitled to; but we have gaired far more 
in pounds sterling than we have given up in land, for do 
we not secure the right to supply all the West African 
Colonies of France with goods on the same import terms 
as France herself? This boon will repay us all we have 
sacrificed on the great river itself, and Manchester is natur- 
ally jubilant. Meanwhile, itis to be hoped that the revelations 
of our apathy and France’s alertness in making treaties will 
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serve the useful purpose of arousing ourselves to our shor” - 
comings. Already we hear that a powerful French expe- 
ditionary force isactually located on the Upper Nile, near the 
Great Lakes, and that another expedition, with the active con- 
nivance of King Menelik, is hastening from the Abyssinian 
side to join hands. If this be so, we are in for more 
trouble, as it would interfere with the mighty Rhodesian 
dream of British Africa from Cairo to Cape Town. Near 
the Equatorial Lakes with the Dervishes being driven 
south, is not, just now, the happiest geographical position 
for an expedition to occupy, and Wats the Sirdar drives 
the Khalifa southward, and penetrates to Omdurman, 
it will be a poor lookout for French explorers in these wild 
regions. 


The Oxford and Midland Bar Lodge of 
Freemasons has been consecrated by the Grand Secre- 
tary in his accustomed graceful and amiable style. The 
Lord Chancellor, Mr. Justice Gainsford Bruce, and Mr. 
Justice Kennedy, were present; and Mr. Vesey FitzGerald, 
Q.C., was installed the first Worshipful Master. 


At the Scottish National Rifle Meeting last 
Saturday Sergeant Smith, of the 1st Ayrshire Volunteers, 
won the Scottish Championship and £100 with a score of 
287 points. 


The Civil Service Volunteers in Camp.—The 
Old Deer Park at Richmond has during the past few weeks 
assumed quite a military appearance. A fortnight ago the 
London Scottish pitched their camp and made a ten days’ 
stay, and on Wednesday in last weck the Civil Service 
(12th Middlesex), after assembling on their parade-ground 
at Somerset House, entrained for Richmond and took up 
their quarters on the same spect. The sports of the corps 
were held on Saturday last before a large gathering of friends, 
and as the park is now open to the public, not a few of the 
latter took the opportunity of attending. With réveille at 
five v’clock in the morning, drills interspersed, with 
intervals for refreshment and boating, the day’s work 
concludes very pleasantly with a concert in the large 
marquee, ‘lights out” being sounded at ten. With such 
a programme and the fine weather they hafe enjoyed up

A Great Fire in Heddon Street, Regent 
Street, in the small hours of Thursday morning, June 16, 
was memorable from its destruction of telephone-wires, the 
frame supporting which was precipitated into the road, as 
photographed in the P.J.P. But the National Telephone 
Company showed commendable activity in restoring many 
of the wires.

No one 
could know the late Carl Rosa without admiring his pluck 
and his enthusiastic love of music. He was born at 
Hamburg in 1843; played the violin in public at eight 

ears of age; studied at the Paris Conservatoire and at 

eipsic; visited America and the Colonies as a solo 
violinist, and married the gifted Madame Parepa in 1867. 
The admirable vocalist died in 1874. Mr. Carl Rosa’s first 
operatic venture in London was at the Princess’s Theatre 
in 1875. In 1876 his company performed at the Lyceum 
Theatre; next played a magnificent Wagner season at Her 
Majesty’s—the old Opera House; and in 1883 he brought 
his company to Drury Lane, where he produced new 
works by English composers, and excellent adaptations 
of famous foreign operas. Mr. Carl Rosa was first 
in giving English versions of Wagner, and his production of 
“ Lohengrin,” ‘The Flying Du.chman,” ‘ Rienzi,” etc., 
deservedly won a great reputation for the company. Ere 
he died, Carl Rosa established Opera in English on a firm 
basis. And Mrs. Carl Rosa has had a courageous, uphill fight 
since in maintaining the high repute her husband created 
for the Carl Rosa Opera Company. Managerial mistakes 
and the exorbitant salaries of “stars” brought misfortune. 
But with a reorganised company, and a répertoire of light, 
bright operas, such as the taste of the day demands, Mrs. 
Carl Rosa should have the satisfaction of seeing the Carl 
Rosa Company doing well again very soon.

Madame Sarah Bernhardt’s Reappearance 
in London on Monday was a fresh delight to her many 
admirers. The Queen of the Histrionic World was found to 
be in splendid voice, as full of panther-like grace, and as 
instinct with feminine charm and fascination as ever, 
albeit the great French actress was handicapped at the 
Lyric, from her own choice, by assuming the role of 
Lysiane, the supple, amorous, passionate mother-in-law, 
Shone love for a worthless adventurer is the passion of her 
life till her respectable lover, Sylvain, cures her of her 
infatuation, and wins her wayward affections himself on 
board his yacht. It was a great honour to M. Coolus to choose 
the wordy comedy of “ Lysiane”’ for her reopening at the 
Lyric.

It comes in 
well. for growers where a 
longer succession of the French 
or small-podded beans is 
required, and where stakes can 
be used to give it plenty of 
room for climbing. It is 
capable of producing three 
times as much crop as such 
dwarfs as Canadian Wonder 
(one of the best) can possibly 
do. Intending growers of this 
bean may sow a trial pint or 
quart of it now in any cool, 
deep soil. It is rather late for 
getting a full crop in season 

from it this year, but the’trial will satisfy as to its quality 

and adaptability. There are always these good points to 
remember in bean-growing. Beans can be sown after early 
potatoes and other early summer crops; they come quickly 
off the land without robbing it unduly ; and there is always 
a good demand for them in the markets and by consumers.

“H. T.’—Young ganders have the thicker necks. Old 
ganders make a much louder noise than do the geese, they 
also call first.

Insect Sprays. 

“ G. A.” —For spraying foliage mix }1b. of dissolved soft 
soap, one pint paraffin, and one pint quassia chip solution 
in four to six gallons of hot water; stir all the time and 
spray with syringe or pump. Leave out paraffin and sub- 
stitute one pint of tobacco juice (made by soaking 4 oz. of 
shag in a pint of boiling water) for greenhouse plants ; and 
for mildew on rose-trees, ete., substitute for paraffin 4 oz. 
flowers of sulphur. You can also apply sulphur (2), 
snuff (1), and powdered alum (1), well mixed in a rubber 

| puffer. Mildew is a fungus.

London through Reuter’s agency— 


‘The Commissary-General has made all pre- 
parations for sending immense quantities of fresh 
beef to the Cubans as soon as General Shafter 
lands. Two ships have been engaged by the 
Government solely for the purpose of carrying 
food, which will be distributed by the Insurgent 
leaders, Garcia and Gomez. They will leave the 

` United States on alternate weeks, each conveying 
509,000 Ib. of stores. 

“The United States will, in the near future, 
seize a place on the northern coast, with the 
object of effecting a junction with the forces of 
Gomez, and the food will be distributed from 
this point. Garcia has sent a cablegram to 
General Miles that he is hastening all his avail- 
able troops to Santiago.
